(as in all Ages hathſo apprared that 
nn ſozts of wyſe men haue noated 


if a faulte foꝛ a Dince) did labour fo haue 
reſtozed her to her Countrep (as in dede 
the Aucenes Paieftie was the tanſe of (4. 
uinge of her lyfe, after the murder of ber 
huſband) with compoũtion bet wirt her and 
her ſonne tbe kyng, and þ States t people 
ol that Realme, therby to put ſom god end 
to the Ctuill warres in the ſame. 


It is alſo knowen, that the Nuyxene cf 
Scottes did vpon the firſt appꝛehenſion of 
the Duke of Nozffolke by w2ptinges tothe 

-Quernes Paieſtie, vtterly renobonce the 
Dieke of Nozffolke and his Parpage, with 
ſome Noate that ſhe did not ot her ſetle firſt 
mmue it, noꝛ pet lyke it.

T be ſe deuiſes were not onelp talked of, 
put in wattinge.:and fully concluded, but 
the Peſſengers were alſo ſent ouer Stain 
Nen“ laſt, with ſufficient Tuthozitie of tom 
myCion and wii:prees totcſtific the deter⸗ 
winationofthemthat ſhould betheheades 
and-condrco2s of this Kebellion, as the 
ſame bepnge imparted on tbe other ſite the 
Sea, was trelercepted : allowed:and ther 
 ofſeucrail Letters were {pe dilpe waitten 
to the ſepd Nnene, + tothe Duke of Refs 
 folke ,+ ſpecially to that vngratieus Pꝛieſt 
named the Biſſhoy ofRefſe (the Inſtru⸗ 
ment of all the Dukes calamitie, and the

and Ships. The Pellenger hadhis Let- 
ters of Credit from the Scottiſh Murene , / 
„the Duke, andethers. to the Pope, and 
theKinge of Spapne. And io, tommpnge 
to Rome: he retourned Letters from the 
285 gratious hollynes in the beginning 
df Man to the laidNucene, and tothe * 
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and others. The Ketter io the Duke was 
in Latin, begynning, Dilecte fili, Salutem.

It was alle by the deuiſo2s of theſe rebel

Nou wer it beff to leaue w theſe foꝛmet 
Bꝛaunthes, foz it is crediblp ſaid, that this 
Tre of Treaſon 4 Kebellion hath a nom⸗ 
ber of other Bꝛanthes of the verp lpke na⸗ 
, ture: That is, tn deuiſingehow rhe Scot- 
tiſy Qutene ſhould haue ben conuepeda⸗ 
waye, ſomtpme by diſguiſing, ſomtpme by 
pla pne foꝛte, andra:ſing of Rebellion: and 
ſo put te lpbertie, and pꝛoclapmed QAuene 
of England and Scotland: but to encreaſs 
the erro2ofher Stple: ſhe ſhould haue ben 
p2oclapmedUipng and Nucene of England 
and Scotlande.
